The eleventh confession of highgrad- | 


ing at the Black Oak mine, reported 
by county officials in the current in- 
vestigation, was of record Friday eve- 
ning when Conrad Dixon was return- 
ed from Klamath Falls, Oregon, in the 
custody of Sheriff George M. Smitn 
and State Mines Inspector John F. 
Bongard. 

Although Dixon, who is said to have 
left the employ of the mine in April of 
last year, protested his utter ignor- 
ance of the cause of his arrest at 
Klamath Falls, the sheriff and District 
Attorney Henry S. Lyon revealed that 
when Dixon was confronted with some 
of his former fellow employees at the 
Black Oak, it appeared to refresh his 
memory. 

Officials said Friday evening that 
Dixon had confessed to highgrading 
gold worth about $1,200 from the mine, 
and on Saturday morning the figure 
had increased to $1,940 and he was re- 
ported as not sure but what there was 
$100 additional. 

With Sheriff Smith and In- 
spector Bongard preparing to leave 
Sunday evening for Colorado to re- 
turn Simon Weiman here in con- 
nection with the investigation, it be-

The mighty little son of “Big Red” 
goes into the Rich Widener challenge 
cup race at Hialeah Park which not 
only will be his first important contest 
has a four-year-old, but—if he wins— 
will boost him into the select list 9f 
thoroughbreds that have earned more 
than $200,000. 


War Admiral, a proud, sleek, dark , 
brown colt, which first saw the light | 
of day on May 2, 1934 at Samuel D. 
Riddle’s Faraway farms in Kentucky, 
already has a good start along the 
road to turf immortality. 


After a brief two-year-old campaign, 
he went on in the fashion of “Big |
